HEAVIEST SNOW 
=F SEASON COVERS 
SLEET AND ICE

The heaviest snowfall o7 the sea- 
son choked streets and highways 
d throughout the midwest today. 
It came on top of a quarter of 
an inch of glazed ice, left by a 
freezing drizzle and sleet storm 
that yesterday forced delays in all 
types of travel, 

Colder weather tonight, and a 
low temperature tomorrow of 
about 10 degrees was forecast by 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren. 

The snow, which started yester- 
day afternoon, reached a depth of 
2% inches in St. Louis before it 
stopped falling at 4 a.m. today. 
The new snowfall packed down 
on what was lert of the 2.2-inch 
fall of last Jan. 26. At Lambert- 
St. Louis Field, the weather sta- 
tion reported a fall of 2.8 inches 
in the last 24 hours, bringing the 
depth of new and old snow on the 
field to almost 3% inches. 


Airline traffic, which, was halted 
for about 24 hours by icing condi- 
tions and low ceilings throughout 
the area, was resumed last night 
at 9 o’clock. Traffic was reported 
to be normal this morning. 

Bus service out of St. Louis was 
resumed yesterday afternoon, but 
all drivers were instructed by 
their companies to use extreme 
caution and to “tie in” at the 
nearest sub-station in case high- 
ways became to slippery to nego- 
tiate. Many of the major bus 
companies had canceled service 
because of icy conditions of high- 
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rucking concerns reported to- 
day that some of their vehicles 
still were stalled by ice and snow 
at the side of highways through- 
out Missouri, Illinois, Arkansas, 
Iowa, Nebraska and Texas. Oth- 
ers, however, had received reports 
from drivers that they were able 
to move but would be late reach- 
ing their destinations.

PRESIDENT SIGNS

St. Louis housewives may ex- 
pect some reductions Monday in 
the price of beef at some of the 
larger markets, it was announced 
today. 

A spokesman for Lynn Food 


in government graded “good” 
beet prices was put in effect yes- 
terday, said the reduction was 
not warranted by wholesale cuts 
but represented an attempt to 
balance the demand for pork that 
lower prices have created. 

Lenten observers were cheered 
by an announcement by one of 
the large cheese wholesalers that 
prices of American type cheese 
would be cut about 5 per cent 
Monday. The reduction at the 
retail level would be felt later, 
he said, pointing out that the 
drop was largely psychological, 
in line with the general trend in 
the food industry. 

Hogs at National Stockyards 
today numbered about 750, con- 
sidered a liberal run for Satur- 
day, with prices generally steady 
to about 25 cents a hundredweight 
lower from yesterday. Bidding 
for the heavier butcher weights 
and sows was down about 50 
cents.

8 cents. 
There had been rallies during 
the nine days of trading which 
began Feb. 4, but each day until 
today, with the exception of last 
Monday, the closing prices had 
been below those of the previous 
day. 
Nip-and-Tuck at Close, 


It was nip-and-tuck during the 
closing hour at Chicago, as trad- 
ing became rapid and corn began 
to drop from the day’s highs. 
Wheat was caught in the down- 
draft and hit new lows for the 
day only to rally in the closing 
minutes. 


Cotton and lard kept in step 
with the grain prices. Stocks 
showed rising tendencies at the 
close, although the New York mar- 
ket was quiet and changes amount- 
ed to less than $1 a share. 

May wheat at Chicago stood at 
$2.34% a bushel at the close, 2 
cents above yesterday. May oats 
closed at $1.02%, about 1 cent 
higher. Corn was unable to sur- 
vive the last-minute slump and 
wound up from & of a cent lower 
to 1 cent higher. 

Today's trading brought to the 
fore again the question of how far 
grain prices would plunge. Their 
steadiness today was expected to 
bolster other commodity prices, 
which had sagged in sympathy. 

There was a possibility that the 
upward trend today may prove to 
have been only temporary. 

Soybeans were the exception in 
the Chicago pits. They dropped 
the daily limit of 8 centg at the 
start. 


Cotton opened as much as $2 a 
bale higher. Profit-taking and 
hedging pared the gain a bit. But 


at the end of the first hour buying 


cropped up again and prices went 
ahead as much as $2.90 a bale. 
Farmers’ on. 

Part of the early demand was 
believed by traders to have re- 
sulted from indications that farm- 
ers would start placing stocks into 
Government loans rather than sell 
at current levels. 

Assorted industrial stocks ad- 
vanced by less ‘than $1 a share, 
but many leaders were slightly 
lower, 

Other large grocery chains 
rushed to join those already put- 
ting into effect lower prices on a 
variety of cost-of-living items aft- 
er the commodity price break. The 
Grand Union Co. said that. 27 meat 
cuts would be priced lower, start- 
ing Monday. 

The largest of the latest meat 
price declines were in chuck roast 
of beef and brisket. Chuck roast 
or steak will be 55 cents a pound 
Monday in Grand Union stores, 
down four cents, Rib roasts will 
be 61 cents, a drop of two cents. 

Soap Lower. 

Another item on the shopper's 
list bore a lowered price tag today 
—this time soap. 

The housewife has been collect- 
ing on the price breaks in the 
commodity markets for a week. 
First it was flour and lard, Next 
it was bacon and shortening. Yes- 
terday butter and beef. 

The price of butter fell as much 
as 6% cents a pound on the 
wholesale markets. It fell 6 to 8 
cents a pound in some New York 
chain stores. The latest drop 
brought it as much as 12 cents a 
pound below prices prevailing 
early this week. One chain sold 
butter at 85 cents a pound: an- 
other posted it as 86, and an in-

87 cents on Monday. 

New York Markets Commis- 
sioner Eugene Schultz said a sur- 
vey of independent retail stores 
showed broiler and fryers were 53 
cents a pound, pork loins 55 cents, 
pork chops 69 cents and smoked 
hams 63 cents, all down 2 cents 
a pound from Wednesday's prices. 

The sharpest week-to-week drop 
in the 13-year history of the Asso- 
ciated Press composite of 35 whole- 
sale commodity prices took place 
in the period ended Friday, The 
index slumped to 186.32 from 
194.97 a week earlier. A year ago 
the average, in which the year 
1926 equals 100, stood at 169.98. 
This week’s slide was fifth suc- 
cessive Friday-to-Friday decline. 


U.S, CAVIAR MARKET SHAKEN 


Committee today offered Congress 
a way to get the Marshall plan 


started for $5,300,000,000. 

It has agreed to recommend 
that sum for European recovery 
during the first 12 months in- 
stead of the $6,800,000,000 Presi- 
dent Truman requested for 15 
months, 

First reaction of the Marshall 
plan's critics gave the compro 
mise little encouragement, 

“When you analyze it, it’s no 
different than it was,” said Sen- 
ator Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, as- 
sistant majority leader. Wherry 
is one of a group of 20 Repub- 
lican Senators who are deter- 
mined to tone down the whole 
foreign aid program. 

He said the committee plan 
would merely delay bigger appro- 
priations for the 16 western Euro- 
pean nations until next year. 

“They are doing that because it 
makes the figure smaller,” Wher- 
ry told a reporter. “They think 
they'll pick up a few votes.” 

Vandenberg’s Comment. 

Chairman Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, was quick to concede 
there would be little actual sav- 
ing. The spending rate per month 
would be around $11,666,666 lower, 
or a total of $140,000,000 for the 
first year. 

But Vandenberg said he re- 
gards the committee draft as a 
big improvement over the original 
bill from the State Department. 
He said it would give Congress an 
earlier chance to make a “realis- 
tic review“ of the European re- 
covery program and govern addi- 
tional spending accordingly. 
| (The United Press said that, 
‘from all indications, the impend- 
ing battle will pit Vandenberg 
squarely against Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, chairman of the 
powerful Republican policy com- 
mittee and a presidential aspir- 
ant.) 

Subject to a final vote next 
Tuesday, the committee late yes- 
terday decided unanimously to 
recommend that Congress: 

1. Approve in principle a 
four-year. European recovery 
program, as asked for by Presi- 
dent Truman. 

2. Authorize $5,300,000,000 for 
the 12 months beginning next 
April 1. 

3. Set up an independent 
agency, headed by an adminis- 
trator with Cabinet officer rank, 
to run the show. The top post 
would be a $20,000-a-year job. 
The Administration wanted it to 
be handled by the State Depart- 
ment. 

Present plans are to send the 
bill to the Senate for debate start- 
ing March 1. 

House Hearings Continue. 
The House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee is still holding hearings. In 
addition, the Senate bill would 
be only an authorization and 
carries no funds, The money must 
be voted later.

4500 Tons, However, Turn Out to 
Be ‘Red’ Salmon Variety, 
Not Sturgeon Eggs. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
United States grain and commod- 
ity exchanges weren’t the only 
American markets upset this 
week. There was a sharp tremor 

in the caviar trade, too. 

The excitement started when 
the Communist party newspaper 
Pravda announced Russia’s Kha- 
barovsk fisheries produced 4500 
tons of caviar in 1947, Dealers 


were shocked. Heretofore, limit- 


ed Russian production had held 
annual American imports to a 
100-ton maximum. 

Cables to Moscow began to hum, 
Three days later came the expla- 
nation that 4500-ton Khabarovsk 
production was “red” salmon cavi- 
ar, a cheaper variety. The Cas- 
pian Sea remains the world’s main 
source of sturgeon “black” caviar.

100 Per Cent Increases 
Feared if Present Law 


Is Allowed to Expire on 
Feb. 29. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP)— 
Senate leaders think rents might 
rise 100 per cent if controls were 
ended, Senator Morse (Rep.), Ore- 
gon, said today. 

He told a reporter this opinion 
was expressed at a recent closed- 
door conference of all Republican 
Senators. 

Morse said that, on the basis of 
this forecast, the Senate Republi- 
can leadership has decided that 
an ‘extension of rent controls is 
necessary “in the public interest.” 

The present rent law expires 
Feb. 29. The House and Senate 
Banking Committees are studying 
bills to extend it. 

Because of the controversy over 
how long and in what form the 
extension should be, the existing 
statute may be continued “as is” 
until March 31. Chairman Wol- 
cott (Rep.), Michigan, of the 
House banking group, favors that 
procedure,

DENVER, Feb. 14 (AP)—Sen- 
ator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said today 
a $5,300,000,000 outlay for 12 
months of European aid is “too 
large.” 

Taft, who heads the Senate Re- 


publican policy committee, told a 
press conference here he expects 
Congress will reduce that amount. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee has approved a bill 
setting the figure of $5,300,000,000 
for the 12 months beginning 
April 1. 

“I think the amount they have 
indorsed is still too large,” Taft 
said. “In addition to it, we will 
have to spend $800,000,000 feeding 
the people of Germany. That will 
make more than six billions for 
the 12 months, and that is too 
large.” 

He declined to set any alter- 
nate figure, He said, however, he 
believed foreign spending should 
be liimted to the amount in the 
current year-~somewhere between 
four and five billions. 

“I would guess that the figure 
finally approved by Congress 
would be somewhat less than the 
committee total,” Taft said. “The 
House is inclined toward a lower 
figure. I do not know what will 
happen in the Senate.” 

Taft is in Colorado to try his 
political luck with the .state’s 15 
votes in the Republican presi- 
dential race, He plans an impor- 
tant speech tonight on national 
defense. 

Taft made it plain that he be- 
lieves that “true libMals” regard 
freedom of individual action as 
more sacred than almost any ac- 
tivity, except possibly the provid- 
ing of food for the hungry.

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A Crisis to Be Met 
There is a spreading desire to back down on 
the partition of Palestine. To do so, however, 
would amount to well nigh fatal appeasement of 
the Arab world. Whatever instinct may suggest, 
some showdowns cannot be avoided. Morality— 
or if that word ‘is too pretentious, let's say law 
and order—demands that a crisis be faced and 
overcome. gen 
Technically, the United Nations Security 
Council might welsh on the partition decision. 
It might be argued that the decision of the As- 
sembly is advisory. rather than absolutely bind- 
ing. But the fact remains that the’Assembly is 
the voice of all the U.N. members. Powerful as it 
is, the Council is made up of only a minority of 
the membership. For it to reverse the Assembly 
decision would be to make a mock of interna- 
tional democracy. e e e 
But there are the “practical” ones who say 


that talk about morality is fine but empty, that 


the realities must govern decisions: And then 


they talk about Middle Eastern oil. If partition 


is pushed through, they say, the United States 
will be cut off from that flow of black gold. One 
doubts, however, that this argument is as per- 
suasive as it seems. In themselves, those oil re- 
serves mean little to the Arabs, What can they 
do with oil, except sell it? And surely they are 
not interested in turning toward a possible Rus- 
sian market and all the trouble that implies— 
so long as the British and the Americans are 
ready to pay cash on the barrel-head. . 

Self-interest—in. the form of oil—therefore 
does not compel the United States to move over 
to the side of these who want to change the Pal- 
estinian program. On the contrary, Washington 
should continue to support it since Washington 
pressure had so much to do with its adoption. 
The United States cannot afford the reputation 
of an international weather-cock, a nation that 
starts with big talk and ends with a whisper. 

Partition probably cannot be enforced without 
some bloodshed, But we ought to move now to 
hold that to the absolute minimum. . 

Great Britain ought to be persuaded to make 
transfer to U.N. control less hazardous by per- 
mitting the U.N. commission to begin its work in 
Palestine as soon as possible. The commission 
ought to be permitted to organize the contem- 


‘ plated Jewish and Arab militias before the Brit- 


ish pull out. 

The United States should support early steps 
toward the organization of an international po- 
lice force, refraining from direct participation 
only because that would also mean Russian par- 
ticipation and therefore a duplication of the 
headaches of Germany and Korea. 

To reduce the chance of having to use this 
force, the United States and other U.N. members 
might well demand the arrest of the Mufti of 
Jerusalem and other firebrands who are foment- 
ing trouble. 

And certainly Britain, which still is under ob- 
ligation to maintain order in the Holy Land, 
might be asked to explain why Arab armies are 
being permitted to assemble in Palestine without 
so much as a sentry’s challenge. 

The Palestinian crisis is hardly to be averted. 
The question is how it will be met. Will there 
be firmness, or will there be a new sequence of 
evasions strangely like that of Corfu, the re- 
occupation of the Rhineland, Spain and Munich? 
Will there once more be a dodging of trouble 
until trouble becomes too big to dodge?

Is the American motor car a thing of beauty 
and a joy forever, as those think who have been 
lucky enough to get a new one? Or is the design 
so inferior that it “looks like nothing so much as 
a rolling jukebox“? 

The term “rolling jukebox” is applied by 
Wilder Hobson, a venturesome young editor of 
Fortune, writing in the current issue of that 
magazine. Mr. Hobson takes a look at European 
motor car design and then at the American prod- 
uct, and concludes that the standard American 
model comes off a poor second. He speaks of 
the “austere elegance,” the “flowing lines,” the 
“easy grace,” of the Rolls-Royce, the Delahaye, 
the Isotta-Fraschini. By contrast, : 


The Old World fancier will deplore the 
vulgarity of American chromium grillwork; 
he will be scornful of the way Detroit often 
tries to make its “big package” look even 
bigger with a blubbery inflation of body 
lines (what Detroit itself calls the “jello” 
school of design); and he will probably find 
the cushiony American vehicle on the whole 
somewhat of a concession to a nation whose 
dominating females are noted the world 
Over. 


Here, obviously, is a man with the courage of 
his ideas. He might, however, have given Ameri- 
can automobile designers credit for some prog- 
ress. At least they have not returned to the 
bloated models of 1939, the worst of which were 


undistinguishable at 30 paces from a female 


hippopotamus. , 
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Social Item

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Floor for Missouri Wages 

The long-delayed minimum-wage bill for Mis- 
souri comes up for a hearing Monday night. 
‘Most Missourians are paid more than the pro- 
posed 50 cents an hour, but a few thousand are 
paid much less, particularly in restaurants and 
hotels, laundries and retail stores. Any employe 
is worth $20 for a 40-hour week. Paying him 
less lets his health and well-being run down, and 
he may become a total loss to himself and total 
burden on taxpayers. wert 

Heretofore, much of the opposition has been 
from rural territory. This time, there is at least 
a rift in that wall. Thus, Henry Blesi of Sullivan 
says on behalf of the Sanitary Milk Producers: 


The dairy farmers that I represent are 
very much in favor of a 50-cent minimum- 
wage law. . . . Well-fed people make a 
happy, contented natien. There will be no 
Communism in a nation where workers re- 
ceive a decent wage. During these inflated 
times, we think that 50 cents is too low. We 
would even favor 65 cents. 


The absence of such a law, as a northwest Mis- 
souri editor says, discriminates against Missouri 


employers whose employes are under federal 
minimum-wage protection. He sees “no reason 
why merchants and others doing business should 
not be under the same rules as a daily news- 
paper, banks and others in interstate business.” 

Without such a law, a few sweat-wage em- 
ployers are unfair competitors with the decent- 
wage majority. Without it, a few thousand Mis- 
sourians are ruthlessly exploited. After so long

Central Missouri doesn't see the need 
for putting bite into the enforcement provisions, 
it may be assumed that he isn’t going to see the 
need now or any other time. Then let him take 
the word of others for it. 

Representatives Price and Landis know what 
they are talking about. They represent coal 
mining constituencies, They know what it is to 
have a mine blow up after state inspection serv- 
ice is compromised and weakened by political 
control. They know that callous disregard makes 
widows and orphans. 

If Mr. Schwabe is incapable of seeing the need 
for action, he should be overruled by members 
of his committee. And if that isn’t done, sup- 
porters of the safety bill should circulate a peti- 
tion to take the bill out of the committee's 
hands, 

Surely there are 218 members of the House 
who have enough humanity in them to care 
whether the men who dig the nation’s coal have 
the elemental protections which the federal mine 
code holds up as necessary to safety. 
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A Portrait in Oils 

Butter, margarine, lard, vegetable oils and 
soap have all taken a tumble in the recent com- 
modity price decline. And why not? The ques- 
tion is what has been keeping the price up? 

Consumption of fats and oils in the United 
States last year totaled about 9,600,000,000 
pounds. The supply available for 1948 is esti- 
mated at about 12,000,000,000 pounds—or 25 per 
cent more than demand. The estimate of supply 
is based on a prospective domestic production of 
9,800,000,000 pounds, a carryover of 1,300,000,000 


pounds, and imports of nearly a billion pounds. 


The artificially high price of fats and oils, ex- 
cept butter, has been maintained, one suspects, 
by speculators in the commodity market. They 
deserve no sympathy if they were wiped out in 
the current crash. 

The moral of it all fs simple: We need com- 
modity market controls to keep speculators 
from rooking the great mass of American 
consumers. 
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Dr. Parran's Good Record 


A distinguished and able gentleman, Dr. 
Thomas Parran, is being quietly dropped as 
Surgeon General of the United States Public 
Health Service. Instead of reappointing him for 
another term, President Truman has sent the 
nomination of Dr. Leonard Scheele, the Assistant 
Surgeon General, to the Senate. It was immedi- 
ately said that Dr. Parran was getting treatment 
similar to that of Chairman Eccles of the Federal 
Reserve Board. At the White House, however, 
it was announced that Dr. Parran had been 
asked “to continue his valuable services in both 
the national and international health fields.” 


The meaning of that language, of course, is 
clouded, but there is no cloud over Dr. Parran’s 
record in the post which he has held since 1936. 
He has been a persistent and effective, if unos- 
tentatious battler for a healthier America. 

In Washington he directed the many routine 
phases of public health work with the same com- 
petence that brought recognition to him earlier 
as New York State health commissioner. Special 
effort, however, went into his war against vene- 
real disease. He cut through the old taboos 
behind which syphilis and gonorrhea were claim- 
ing their victims. He frankly named these dis- 
eases in radio talks, and hammered away at the 
fact that early treatment could cure syphilis. He 
also used Social Security funds to make such 
treatment as widely available as possible. 

He wag well aware of the ravages of prevent- 
able and curable afflictions, and so was a stead- 
fast advocate of reforms in medical practice— 
especially those economic arrangements which 
place the benefits of the healing art beyond the 
reach of so many. He made his enemies among 
the rock-ribbed conservatives of the profession, 
but certainly he won the admiration of those 
mindful that medicine is more than another way 
of making money. ; 

Such public servants are not easily spared. 
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Yes, Mr. Chairman?

Two Letters to the Post-Dispatch 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

With raised editorial eyebrows as though 
it were heresy for anyone to oppose the 
Butler bill and support the Curry amend- 
ment at one and the same time you ask in 
an editorial. why the Automobile Club of 
Missouri takes that position. 

The obvious answer is that the state 
highway system, already well financed, 
does not need additional taxes, whereas 
counties and cities need both money for 
local rural roads and street purposes and 
modern control for the direction of such 
expenditures. 

Your editorial comment on these two 
highway bills is predicated upon the mis- 
leading assumption that they both deal 
with state highways. The Butler bill is in- 
tended to furnish additional money for 
state highways. The Curry amendment is 
intended to furnish revenue to the coun- 
ties and cities for road and street pur- 
poses under controlled conditions. 


Facing Wrong Way? 


The Butler bill does nothing about mod- 
ernizing highway policy. All it does is in- 
crease the state gasoline tax from 2 to 4 
cents per gallon. It does nothing about 
the 45,000 miles of mud-bound county roads, 
It does nothing but perpetuate the 1900 
county highway agencies. It does nothing 
about requiring counties to get their high- 
way affairs in order. It does nothing to- 
ward helping both small and large cities 
to finance problems growing out of street 
and traffic congestion, It does nothing 
about requiring all cities to spend gasoline 
tax revenue for street and related pur- 
poses. The Curry amendment is the first 
step toward accomplishing these worthy 
objectives, yet it is the Curry amendment 
that you attack and the Butler bill you 
support. 


Aren't you facing in the wrong direction 
on the springboard and bashing your head 
on the platform of 25 years ago? 

From 1917 to June 30, 1946, almost 30 
years ago, the state has spent a total of 
$693,699,599.33 on the state highway system. 
That sum includes $134,071,788 road bonds, 
$84,040,103 regular federal-aid funds, and 
$32,911,185 special NRA funds furnished by 
the Federal Government in the depression. 


No Increase Needed 


The Highway Department now proposes 
to spend $622,379,000 in 10 years. The High- 
way Department says it will have $444,379,- 
000 at present tax rates but wants a 2-cent 
increase in the gasoline tax to produce an 
additional $178,000,000, 


Although no bill of particulars has been 
furnished as to how such a gigantic sum 
would be spent, suppose we examine the 
situation from the taxpayers’ viewpoint. 
What can be done without an increase 
under the Butler bill? In the first place, 
an analysis of the present highway com- 
misSion’s figures shows that 10 years re- 
ceipts amounting to $444,378,000 would pro- 
vide a construction budget of close to $250,- 
000,000 and, by simply extending the pro- 
gram to 16 instead of 10 years, there would 
be ample funds for the whole job. 


Unless steps are taken to prevent the 
state and Federal Government from hog- 
ging all available revenue, the cities and 
counties are going to decay. The only al- 
ternative to the Curry Amendment is to 
turn the whole job over to the state. When 
that time comes, the taxpayers will finance 
the biggest and most powerful organization 
this state has ever known, 


When, as and if the Highway Depart- 
ment needs more revenue, the Curry 
amendment presents no barrier to the 
Legislature in increasing the taxes for that 
purpose. In the meantime, the state can 
likewise guarantee to the counties and 
cities revenue they sorely need.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “Look Out for the Road 
Block,” opposing the Curry resolution, was 
superb, It hit the nail squarely on the 
head. In my opinion, it was accurate as to 
facts and conclusions. 

The Citizens’ Road Association, which I 
represented at the recent House committee 


hearing, favored the Butler bill because it 


embodied a genuine plan to provide for 
Missouri's roads, both rural and main high- 
way. We oppose the Curry resolution be- 
cause we belieye that it would do a great 
deal of harm to highway administration. 


Ten years ago the Citizens’ Road Associ- 
ation proposed a measure, known as Propo- 
sition No. 6, which was very similar to the 
Butler bill. We were opposed then by four 
powerful groups: the Missouri Automobile 
Club, Missouri Farmers Association, Petro- 
leum Industries and Bus and Truck Associa- 
tion. These same groups opposed the But- 
ler bill this year. Their influence is behind 
the Curry resolution, 


The Butler bill, which was rejected by the 
House committee, would increase the gaso- 
line tax 2 cents a gallon, Under it, the 
State Highway Commission would have re- 
tained control of expenditure of all high- 
way funds, major system and rural. The 
Curry resolution would fix into the State 
Constitution an amendment placing the ex- 
penditure of all funds for rural and urban 
roads in the hands of 251 city councils and 
some 1900 local political subdivisions, in- 
cluding 114 county courts. * 


Local Taxes Prohibited 


The Curry resolution would terminate the 
right of cities to levy local gasoline taxes. 
This resolution, as introduced by Senator 
Curry, made no mention of prohibiting mu- 
nicipal gasoline tax. Indeed, the resolution 
bears so little resemblance to the original 
that I hesitate to call it by the name of the 
very able Senator who introduced it. 


A conservative estimate by the Assistant 
Chief Highway Engineer shows a total of 
5584 miles of highway needing attention. 
This consists of 2600 miles of black top re- 
quiring resurfacing; 222 miles of black top 
to be replaced; 462 miles of black top to be 
rebuilt to correct obsolesence as to width, 
grade and line; 600 miles of dusty gravel to 
be made dustless; complete replacement of 
594 miles of high type highway which will 
have served its usefulness within the next 
10 years; 385 miles of high type requiring 
widening; 386 miles of high type requiring 
cheap resurfacing; 308 miles requiring con- 
version to four-lane; 45 miles of complete 
new high type pavement. None of this is 
for superhighways such as are being built 
in other states. : 


Basic Principles Forgotten 


The Butler bill would have met the needs 
of the state highway system with additional 
funds. The Curry resolution, although it 
would raise the state gasoline tax 1% cents 
a gallon, would provide nothing additional 
to meet an impending shortage of 5138. 
000,000 on the state system proper. 


It is better to enact road measures by 
statutes and get immediate results. This 
also leaves the way open to amend or re- 
peal so as to keep the Highway Commission 
alert to performance of its duty, To pro- 
ceed by the Curry resolution plan we 
amend the State Constitution, a costly and 
time-consuming process. 

The Missouri Automobile Club developed 
a set of six principles which should govern 
a rural highway program. Evidently they 
have surrendered five of the six as follows: 
1. Requirement that half the cost be paid 
by counties. 2. No unit smaller than a 
county to receive allotments. 3, All but 29 
counties required to consolidate and buy 
equipment and construct jointly. 4, Main- 
tenance required, 5. All plans of both 
cities and counties to be approved by the 
State Highway Commission before allot- 
ments. See if you can find any of these 
provisions in the Curry resolution.

Even before official word had been 
ceived in St. Louis of the purchase 
Louisiana territory from France, Lewis and 
Clark were here in 1808 seeking to break 
through to the Pacific. Their 
had little effect on the ultimate route of 
the trail, but did stimulate interest. 

The outboard Astorians, going overland 
from St. Louis in 1811, did little better than 
add some general knowledgé of the coun- 
try. However, the returning Astorians un- 
der Robert Stuart (1812-13) did better. It 
was they who passed over or very near 
South pass, which became the Overland 
trail crossing of the Continental Divide. 
Some 10 years later, William HK. Ashley's 
trappers and traders effectively established 
the route over South pass, and the prob- 
lem of where to best cross was solved. 

After Ashley’s trappers came, among 
others, Yankee Nathaniel Wyeth, who built 
(1832) the trail’s famous resting place, Fort 
Hall; curvaceous, blonde Narcissa Whit- 
man, missionary’s bride and the first white

Smet, missionary (1840), and LA. John C. 
Fremont, Government representative (1842- 
44), both of whom did much through their 
popular books to publicize the trail and the 
West. Between 1842 and 1850 a great horde 
of white men thundered over the 
Oregon emigrants (beginning in 
Mormon saints (1847) and the 
After that, the West was open, 
great freight wagons, the pony: 
the stage coaches, the Army and 
Pacific Railroad merely helped civiliza 
seep into the unoccupied lands along 
old trail and hold them to the Union.

tion.

In that connection let's look back at a significant date. 


regardless of war or peace or the 
imminent threat of war. 

It was no accident that Hitler 
started his war of world conquest 
on the eve of 1940 and subju- 
gated Europe in the spring of that 
presidential year. The Nazis were 
convinced we would be so para- 
lyzed by indecision that they could 
safely ignore us as a factor. And 
they were very nearly right. You 
can be sure, too, that the master 
planners in the Kremlin now 
know what year it is. 

On the average of one out of 
every three years, the divided 
of our Government are 
split between the two major par- 
ties. The result is stalemate, and 
that is no secret from the rest 
of the world. 


Confusion Reigns. 
If the European Recovery Pro- 
gram is approved in a work- 
able form, it will be thanks to 
two facts that override even the 
inherent divisiveness of the split 
Government we live under, 

First is the fact that a re- 
markable range of opinion has 
swung behind the program—opin- 
ion so articulate and so repre- 
sentative that it cannot de dis- 
regarded, And second is the 
stature of the two men who have 
had the most to do with the pro- 
gram— Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall and Senator Arthur 
H. Vandenberg. But nevertheless 
there is no guarantee that a work- 
able plan will be adopted. 

On other vital policy matters, 
paralysis or confusion are the 
rule, Congress and the £xecutive 
are engaged in trying to blame 
each other for prices, speculation, 
and now the commodity decline. 
And anyone who thinks the 
tragedy of Palestine, where 30 
many vital interests are concen- 
trated, will not be exploited in 
om political year is naive beyond 
belief. 


Amendments Are Slow. 


Even on such an elementa] mat- 
ter as tax collection, 'the two 
branches fall out, and so this 
process fundamental to Govern- 
ment is impeded. So it goes in 
every department. 

The remedy? A constitutional 
amendment could cure it by in- 
suring that Executive and Con- 
gress could not be divided between 
opposing parties, Such an amend- 
ment would be a major step in 
the right direction, But the pro- 
cess of amending the Constitu- 
tion seems, like the gear of a 
motor long untouched, to have 
become frozen in disuse, 

You sometimes hear talk about 
“rising above politics.” But that 
is too much to expect from human 
nature in this political year, and 
we should realize that the fault is 
not with the politicians but with 
a defect in our political system:

As Gandhi Died. 

Free India was not the united 
people that Gandhi had dreamed 
of.

But they had been too impa- 
tient. They had wanted to get 
rid of the British all at once. As 
a result, they had behaved exactly 
as the British had predicted they 
would behave, once the steadying 
hand of the British Raj was with- 


take as the other Indians. 

Maybe it was because Churchill 
had had less sense than the 
Queen of the Netherlands. When 
Churchill had stated that he had 
not become Prime Minister in or- 
der to preside over the liquida- 
tion of his Britannic Majesty's 
Empire, he provoked the Indians 


to a quicker, more complete rup- 


ture. 


Wilhelmina’s Wisdom. 


About the same time, Queen 
Wilhelmina of The Netherlands 
had promised the Indonesians to 
reconstruct her kingdom on a 
basis of complete partnership, On 
Feb. 3 of this year she kept her 
promise. She said: “A free, feder- 
ated Indonesia is about to take its 
place among the democratic na- 
tions of the world.” 

The best thing about the new 
setup would be that it kept in 
touch with the deeply experienced 
Dutch — among the world’s best 
administrators, 

It everything goes well, Her Maj- 
esty wil] soon be the head of The 
Netherlands - Indonesian Union. 
This will consist of the Kingdom 
of The Netherlands (with the 
West Indies) and the United 
States of Indonesia — both com- 
pletely independent members of 
the U.N. 


Flexible System. 


The United States of Indonesia 
will consist of several states, cor- 
responding to the incredible va- 
riety of peoples and types of civil- 
ization that make up the Dutch 
Indies, There may be just one in 


may be as many as three. 

Other islands will be members 
of the United States of Indonesia. 
Or if any of them should so de- 
cide, they can take their place 
directly under the Queen, beside 
rather than in the United States 
of Indonesia. 


If the scheme workr there need 
be no fighting in the Dutch In- 
dies. For with Dutchmen and In- 
donesians exchanging reciprocal 
rights of citizenship in the others’ 
country, there will be, as I said, 
a steadying hand behind the in- 
fant Indonesian states. 

Indonesia, therefore, may be the 
key piece in that close collabora- 
tion between an awakened Orient 
and the Occident which mankind

OGULISTS NAMED 
Nu PRIGE SUIT 


Among 2750 Listed in Ac- 
tion Against 2 Big Op- 
tical Firms — Six Deny 
Rebates.

Fifteen eye doctors in the St. 
Louis area are among 2750 ocu- 
lists who have been named in 
United States Government price- 
fixing suits against two large opti- 
cal firms. The suits, filed in Chi- 
cago, contend the companies and 
doctors conspired to fix prices by 
arranging for rebates from the 
companies to the doctors. 

The kickbacks, the petitions al- 
lege, amounted to about one half 
the total price paid by the doctor's 
patients. 

St. Louis doctors named were: 
B. T. Alvis, 308 North Sixth street; 
C. S. Campbell, 812 Olive street; 
H. R. Hildreth, Beaumont Build- 
ing; H. J. Howard, Park Plaza 
Hotel; S. J. King, 800 Carleton 
Building; A. C. Lange, 3903 Olive 
street; R. E. Mason, 906 Olive 
street; William H. Meinberg, 906 
Olive street; James W. Nofles; 
Dewey St. John, 509 North Grand 
boulevard; A. S. Steiner, 214 North 
Sixth street, and Howard P. Ven- 
able, 11 North Jefferson avenue. 

East St. Louis oculists on the 
list were: H. C. Knapp, Murphy 
Building; Eugene A. McQuillan, 
First National Bank Building.

Six Deny Rebates. 

Drs. Hildreth, Howard, King, 
Knapp, Lange and Meinberg all 
denied that they had accepted re- 
bates from optical manufacturers. 
Dr. McQuillan said he had accept- 
ed rebates made voluntarily by 
the companies in a few cases in 
the past, but ceased the practice 
when the American Opthalmologi- 
gal Society voted to outlaw re- 
bates about five years ago. 


Dr. Alvis also denied having ac- 
cepted rebates in the usual 
sense," but said that in two or 
three cases many years ago he 
had received some money from 


Co., a subsidiary of Bausch 
Lomb. The money, he said, was 
to reimburse him for glasses the 
company made for a few of his 
patients who never paid for them. 
In the cases when the patients 
did not pay, the company charged 
Dr. Alvis for the glasses, he said. 
A St. Louis ophthalmologist, not 
one of those named by the Gov- 
ernment, said the men named ap- 
parently had signed so-called 
“agency agreements” with the 
Riggs company in the past. 


The agreements, he said, per- 
mitted the doctors to obtain 
glasses at wholesale prices for 
poor patients and relatives, in re- 
turn for sending other patients to 
the company. In some parts of 
the country, the agreements were 
used for rebates, the ophthalmolo- 
gist said, but were not generally 
used for that purpose hee. 


A former manager of the Riggs 
office here confirmed that version 
of the purpose of the agreements, 
and said the company filled pre- 
scriptions for glasses only when 
a doctor signed one of the agree- 
ments. Some doctors signed, he 
said, because their patients wanted 
to have the Riggs company make 
the glasses. 

Drs. Campbell, Nofles, St. John, 
Spitze, Steiner and Venable had 
no comment on the suit.

Government Asks Court’s Decision 
Be Binding on Doctors, 

CHICAGO, Feb. 14 (AP)—The 
petitions filed by the Government 
ask that the court’s decision in 
the anti-trust suits, originally 
filed in 1946; be binding on the 


2750 doctors, Government prose- 
cutors told reporters the doctors 
named had received more than 
$10,000,000 in rebates, 


The Government is asking that 
the companies and the doctors be 
prevented, through a court order, 
from taking part in any “kick- 
back” plan between them, 


It says the companies and the 
doctors had such “kickback” agree- 
ments. Under them, the Govern- 
ment says, the wholesale firms 
sold eyeglasses and parts to the 
doctors’ patients for prices “in- 
flated approximately 100 per cent 
to provide a rebate or credit” paid 
later by the firms to the doctor 
who prescribed the glasses.

spokesman said yesterday public 
judgment should be withheld

The latest Government petitions, 
filed Thursday, extend original 
civil suits filed in June 1946. 


Some of Defendants. 


These civil suits named as de- 
fendants Bausch & Lomb, optical 
firm of Rochester, N.Y., and four 
subsidiaries; and the American 
Optical Co., Southbridge, Mass. 

These 1946 suits named indi- 
vidually as co-defendants a total 
of 52 eye physicians. 

In addition, the 1946 suits said 
these 52 doctors were “representa- 
tive” of a group of 2700 or more. 
These were listed in 1946 as “class 
defendants,” or a group not identi- 
fied by name. This was done be- 
cause it was “impracticable to 
bring all of them before the 
court.” 


The petitions filed yesterday 
mame some of the class defend- 
ants. A prosecutor said about 
1500 others may be named later. 

The petitions accuse the named 
physicians of accepting rebates 
illegally. The period is said to 
extend from 1938 to 1946. 


They ask that the doctors be 
compelled either to agree that 
they will be bound by the verdicts 
in the original suits, or to contest 
the sults as active, individual de- 
fendants. The “show cause” pe- 
tions ask the doctors to tell the 
court any reasons why they should 
not be compelled to do this. 


United States District Judge 
Walter J. LaBuy has taken the 
latest petitions under advisement.

Fashion was.set to music and 
interpreted through the dance in 
a novel production staged to sup- 
plement the maintenance fund of 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra. The two-hour show demon- 
strated that fashion, which one 
designer has termed “spinach,” 
can be an exciting dish. ‘ 

Original ballets dramatized the 
four ages of women—youth, court- 
ship, marriage and maturity—and 
introduced the displays of cos- 
tumes by 140 professional models, 
St. Louis debutantes and married 
women, A glittering collection. of 
jewels valued at more than $2,000,- 
000 set off the styleg, while the 
orchestra, under Conductor Vladi- 
mir Golschmann and Concertmas- 
ter Harry Farbman, provided a 
lyrical background ranging from 
the melodies of Schumann and 
Mendelssohn to the sprightly airs 
of Morton Gould and Ravel. 

Fashions Varied and Colorful. 

Since the fashions were chosen 
not only to depict new style trends 
but to illustrate definite themes 
in the program, they were both 
varied and colorful. Skirt lengths 
for daytime ranged from 12 to 14 
inches from the floor, those for 
afternoon wear were several 
inches longer, and the evening 
skirts either reached the ankles 
or were floor length.

FRANKLIN, N.J., Feb. 14 (UP), 
A high school girl admitted to 
police today that she killed her 
mother in an argument. over 
whether she could attend a valen- 
tine dance. 

J hit her with everything I 
could get my hands on,” police 
quoted 15-year-old Marion Russo 
—an only child, described by 
neighbors as “a sweet kid.” 


The body of Mrs. Lillian Russo, 
40, was found in the blood-spat- 
tered basement of her home last 
night, lying in the midst of broken 
glass and crockery. 

At first the girl told police that 
her mother had fallen down the 
stairs and killed herself. But when 
police found bloodstains in the 
bathroom, and evidence that the 
girl had attempted to wash blood- 
stained clothes, they questioned 
her. After an ambulance doctor 
found welts and bruises on her, 
she admitted the killing, police 
said, 

She said she came home about 
5:30 p.m, carrying the corsage she 
planned to wear to the junior 
class valentine dance. She went 
down to the basement to show her 
mother the flowers. 

“You can’t go,” Mrs, Russo told 
her. 

The girl said she pleaded with 
her mother, The argument became 
bitter. 

“She knocked me down and then 
began hitting me with a piece of 
pipe,” the girl said, “Then I 
fought back. I hit her with every- 
thing I could get my hands on.” 

Today the girl was found to be 
in serious condition with a frac- 
tured skull, apparently inflicted 
by the mother in“ their struggle. 

A homicide charge has been 
filed against the girl, police said. 
It appeared possible, however, 
that in view of her own injuries 
the killing might be looked on 
as justifiable self-defense.

It does not differ great- 
ly from the tactics used by the 
National Association of Real Ka- 
tate Boards in opposing the 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill.

Confusion on Public Housing. 


Congressmen have found a good 
deal of confusion as to just what 
public housing is, confusion to the 
extent that both advocates and 
opponents of the Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner bill have tended to di- 
rect arguments for or against it 
as though it was a public hous- 
ing bill pure and simple. It is far 
from that, 

Public housing is not slum 
clearance, but often is confused 
with it. Slums may be cleared 
and converted into luxury hous- 
ing, middle-income housing, low- 
income housing, or parks and 
playgrounds, The Joint Housing 
Committee which visited 35 
cities in the course of its in- 
vestigation found, in fact, that 
little public housing had been 
built or was centemplated in 
slum cleared areas. Most cities 
seemed to favor public housing 
removed from the central part 
of cities, where the slums un- 
usually are found, and where 
land values usually are high. 

Public housing, as the term is 
used in Congress, is housing built, 
„ paid for, owned and operated by 
Government, often with the fed - 
eral, state and local governments 
sharing the costs. It is made avail- 
able for rental to that group of the 
population which has the lowest 
income. 


SETS 


Income ceilings are established 
to determine the eligibility of ap- 
plicants, and those who earn more 
than the amount determined as 
appropriate are not eligible ten- 
ants. Rentals are fixed at a per- 
centage of income, rather than at 
what the accommodations may be 
worth, so that public housing is 
subsidized from start to finish. 
Examples of public housing in St. 
Louis are the Clinton-Peabody Ter- 
race and the Carr Square Village, 
owned and operated by the St. 
Louis Housing Authority,

WASHINGTON. 
HE white supremacy South- 
1 pene in Cungress are now 
talking among themselves 
about placing either Senator Wal- 
ter F. George of Georgia or Sen- 


ator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia in 
nomination for the Presidency 
against Harry 8S. Truman. This 
underground discussion neatly bal- 
ances the overt plan of the West 
Coast left-wingers to put forward 
Henry A. Wallace as a suitable 
Democratic nominee. 

One thing is already clear. This 
year’s Democratic convention is 
likely to resemble one of those 
awful children’s parties, at which 
large numbers of the dear little 
guests gang up to kick the stuff- 
ings out of the brave but tearful 
host. In his role as universal 
nursery maid to his party, the 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, Senator J. 
Howard McGrath, is going to have 
a pretty ghastly time preventing 
public mayhem. 
true, even though the Southerners 
do not carry out their threat to 
support a candidate of their own. 

Overt Southern support for a 
rival to Truman, even if limited

In the last few days, there have 
been anxious negotiations between 
Southern leaders and White House 
representatives. The Southerners 
dropped hints that if the White 
House continued so scornful of the 
South, the more violent expedient 
of sending overt anti-Truman dele- 
gations to the convention would 
be resorted to, 


The President may deny the in- 
tention of conciliation until he is 
black in the face. He personally 
may have no such intention. But 
his representatives respond to the 
hints of the Southern leaders, by 
hinting in return that the Presi- 
dent would in the end approve a 
compromise on the platform’s civil 
and human rights plank. The 
Southerners intimated that if such 
a compromise were forthcoming, 
they then would content them- 
selves with holding a post-conven- 
tion rally, as they did after the 
Wallace nomination in 1940. At 
this rally, they promised they 
would give free rein to their pro- 
pensity for oratory, but would end 
by resolving that much as they de- 
tested Truman, they hated the Re- 
publicans even more.

Reuther Warns. Against 
Reducing Wage Goals 
Because of Commodity 
Price Cuts,

DETROIT, Feb. 14 (AP)—Union 
representatives of 70,000 Chrysler 
Corp. employes put the finishing 
touches today to pay increase de- 
mands totaling more than 35 
cents an hour. 

They were expected also to ask 
Chrysler to start negotiating as 
soon as possible on a new wage 
clause for its two-year contract 
with the CIO United Auto Work- 
ers. 

The UAW national Chrysler 
conference set forth the demands 
late yesterday by adopting a reso- 
lution amended to make them 
roughly five cents higher than 
those approved by the union’s in- 
ternational executive board. 

The board's wage policy state- 
ment called for a flat 25-cent 
hourly increase, an additional five 
cents to cover health and acci- 
dent benefits, adequate pension 
plans, improved vacations and a 
guaranteed weekly wage. 

Delegates Boost Demand. 

The delegates from 14 Chrysler 

planta in ichigan, Indiana and 
California increased tha demanda 
by announcing intention to seek 
a 30-cent acrosa-the-board in- 
crease as well as all the other 8o- 
called “fringe” demands. 
, A similar group of union lead- 
ers representing 225,000 hourly 
rated General otors Corp. em- 
ployes voted last month to go 
along with the executive board's 
policy but to sacrifice 10 of the 
2 cents, if necessary, to get a 
satisfactory pension system. 

Norman Matthews, UAW na- 
tional Chrysler director and an 
executive board member, said the 
Chrysler demands still ton “with. 
in the union’s wage policy frame- 
work.” 

Both he and UAW president 
Walter P. Reuther, who spoke to 
the delegates, urged against cut- 
ting the union demands because 
of recent price drops. They con- 
tended the commodity market was 
“manipulated” by big business be- 
cause of forthcoming wage ne- 
gotiations and the 1948 election,

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be impressed by Democratic argu- 
ments that prices and employment 
would have been stabilized had 
the 10-point program been ap- 
proved by the Republican Con- 
gress.

In Congress, this plan has found 
favor with many, even among the 
extreme white supremacy shouters 
like Senator Olin D. Johnston of 
South Carolina.

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Why Early 
Ambulation 
Is In Order 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


HERE is a growing tendency 

to allow recently operated cases 

to get out of bed much earlier 
than previously permitted, and to 
move around more. This is called 
early ambulation. By thus mov- 
ing about earlier, better circula- 
tion occurs in the arms and legs, 
and less stagnation of blood re- 
sults in these areas. The chances 
of blood clots forming in the 
blood vessels of the limbs as a 
consequence of stagnation are min- 
imized. 


It is also appreciated that more 
effective coughing is possible sit- 
ting or standing, than lying. This 
more effective coughing eliminates 
much of the natural secretions 
which form. The secretions have 
a tendency to stay in the bronchial 
tubes in the lying position. The 
expulsion, therefore, of more of 
these secretions lessens the chance 
of certain types of lung infections 
or diseases, which on occasions 
may follow an operation. 


Question: “What is mumps, how 
is it spread, and what is the treat- 
ment for it?” 

Answer: Mumps formerly was 
considered a disease that involved 
only the glanda in front of the 
ears and under the jaw (aalivary 

lands). It is now appreciated, 

owever, that mumps is a systemic 
disease caused by a specific virus 
(smaller than bacteria), which en- 
ters the body through the nose 
and throat, and then gets into the 
blood stream. From here the virus 
settles out into the salivary glands 
and parts of the nervous system, 
having a particular attraction for 
these tissues. Other organs are 
commonly affected, and these are: 
the testicle and ovary, pancreas, 
thyroid, prostate gland, eye, and 
others. 

Although frequently a prolonged 
and painful illness, especially in 
adults, nearly all cases recover 
completely. Occasionally an atro- 
phy, or shrinkage, of the affected 
organ results, noted particularly 
in the testicle and ovary. This 
ahrinkage may result in sterility, 
depending on whether one or both 
organs are involved, and how much 
of the organ is infected. 

Bed rest, at least for the dura- 
tion of the fever, is essential, Con- 
valescent serum (blood serum 
from a person who has recovered 
from mamps) is often helpful.

Fix It Yourself

Mid-Season Furnace Maintenance. 
O matter how big an optimist 
N you are you may as well face 
it—it's going to get colder be- 


fore it gets warmer. Thus, if your 


furnace hasn't done so well up to 
now, you might give it a quiek 
overhaul. If the heater has been 
going great guns, you want to 
check it over to keep it that way. 
In short, we have you coming or 
going. 

One item that cuts down the ef- 
ficiency of a furnace is a coating 
of fly ash and soot on the inside. 
If you find a good collection of 
this junk, better clean it out tha 
first mild day when it won't hurt 
to let the furnace go out for a 
few hours. 

Check all doors and dampers to 
see they fit tight, Warped, bent 
or excessively corroded doors will 
make a furnace as temperamental 
as a grade B movie star-—not to 
mention reducing the heat output. 


Go over the furnace pipes care- 
fulty and see if there are any holes 
or rustéd-out portions. Small holes 
can be filled with iron cement but 
a badly rusted pipe should be re- 
placed, The gases passing through 
the stove pipe are very dangerous 
and should not be allowed to wan- 
der about the house, In case the 
pipe is lined with soot, you'd bet- 
ter clean this out now before you 
wash your hands.

HERE are two or three meal 

occasions when a big dessert is 

important when viewed from 
the nutritional angle. Such a des- 
sert is needed when one has only 
the makings for an otherwise light 
meal, It is appropriate when one 
has a party and the dessert is 
practically all that is served, or it 
is in order when a big holiday or 
guest meal is being served to hun- 
gry adolescents or to excessively 
active adults. Either of these 
times, the homemaker is often 
pressed for time to prepare a deli- 
cious dessert. 

One can ponder the problem a 
long time before coming up with a 
better idea than fice cream—the 
high quality kind that is now 
available at every corner grocery 
or drug store. Our recommenda- 
tion is not to merely go out and 
buy a goodly amount of it, put it 
in the refrigerator until. serving 
time, then dip it out into dishes 
and serve it stark. There are too 
many easy, quick ways to dress up 
ice cream by preparing fine sun- 
dae sauces to serve over it. And 
most all homemakers don’t want 
to pass up the opportunity of add- 
ing their own individuality to 
their desserts just as they do to 
all the other foods in the meal. 

A hot sauce over ice cream is 
sure to delight folks on cold days. 
It can be made a few minutes 
ahead and kept hot in a double 
boiler until dessert time, or can be 
made the day before and turned 
out into the double boiler to heat 
just before the meal is served. 
Here are two ideas for sauces that 
should be winners in most any 
typical family: 

Hot Fudge Sauce 
(For Ice Cream Sundaes). 

One-third cup cocoa, one-third 
cup sugar, dash salt, two-thirds 
cup light corn sirup, two-thirds 
cup hot water, one and one-half 
tablespoons hutter. 

Measure first three ingredients 
into a saucepan. Blend well. Then 
slowly add the hot water, stirring 
to obtain a smooth mixture. Add 
corn sirup. Cook over low heat 
until the sauce boils and continue 
cooking for 15 minutes, stirring 
occasionally, To test for the right 
consistency, drop a few drops in 
a cup of cold water. It should 
form a jelly-like mass. If you 
have a thermometer to test sauce, 
the final temperature should be 
221 F. Remove from heat, stir in 
butter. Serve while hot over ice 
cream. Or störe in a tightly cov- 
ered jar and when ready to serve, 
reheat in top of a double boiler. 
Excellent served over ice cream. 
Makes one generous cupful. 

Hot Mincemeat Sauce. 

Two-thirds cup apple juice, one- 
third cup mincemeat, two table- 
spoons sugar, one teaspoon lemon 
juice. 

Simmer apple juice down to one- 
third cup, about 10 minutes, Add 
mincemeat and sugar, simmer five 
minutes, Remove from heat and 
add lemon juice. Makes two-thirds 
cup or four or five servings, Varia- 
tion: Heat one-half cup mince- 
meat, one-third cup orange juice 
(one large orange), two table- 
spoons sugar and one teaspoon 
lemon juice to boiling, remove 
from heat and serve over ice 
cream,
